HARVARD ASTRONOMER SAYS. 
_ THERE'S SNOW ON THE MOON. 


W. Pickering Returne trom 
Jamaica with Results of Several 


fessor W. H. Pickering of the Harvard Ob- 
serVatory, who has been making astronom- 
ieal observations in Jamaica, West Indies, 
for several months, has brought a series 
of photographs of the moon, which appear 
to establish the interesting fact that there 
is snow on the moon, 

To secure the necessary detalis the sur- 
face of the moon was arbitrarily divided into 
sixteen parts, and there ‘are five pictures 
of each of the sixteen parts. Arranged in. 
series then all the prominences and depres- 
‘sions on the moon’s surface appear lighted 
under five different angles of sunlight, and 
the astronomer may follow any chosen ob- 
ject of observation under as many conditions 
of light and shade. 

What the snow is can as yet be only a 
matter of inference. It is most probably the 
snow of water. It appears that the presence 
of an atmosphere on the moon is accepted

MANILA, May 26.—Henry C.-Ide of the 
Philippine commission addressed a crowded 
meeting of American and Filipino Judges 
and Filipino lawyers this morning on the sub- 
ject of the new judicial system that is to be 
established.

CONSIDERING LOCAL TRANSIT. | 


The ordinance introduced in the Coun- 
cil a week or two ago for an elevated road to 
Englewood was referred to and is being con- 
sidered by the Committee on Streets and 
Alleys South. The ordinance introduced 
last Monday night, in behalf of the Wis- 
consin Iniand Lakes and Railway company, 
for an elevated line from the business dis- 
trict to the northwest city limits, was first 
referred to the Committee on Streets and 
Alleys West and then recalled and sent 
to the Committee on Railroads, on the 
ground that it should be considered by a 
geheral and not a local committee. 

This last act was a step forward. One 
more step, however, remains ta be taken’ 
in the same direction, and that is for the 
Council to establish the definite practice of 
referring all matters relating to the subject 
of local transportation to a single commit- 
tee—namely: the Committee on Local-Trans- 
portation, which was specifically created to 
deal with that subject. 

The logical propriety of so doing {s so 
obvions that argument in support of the 
idea seems out of place. As was amply 
and ably pointed out in the report of the 
recent Special Street Railway commission, 
local transportation facilities ought to con- 
stitute a unified system, and the most fun- 
damental deficiencies of our present facili- 
ties are due to the failure to appreciate and 
act upon this principle in the past.

There are a few sentences in the opinion 
of the majority of the court in the Downs 
case which evidently refer to the Philip- 
pines, or rather to their inhabitants.

Senators and Representatives. 

The Supreme Court says: | 

We are also of opinion that power to acquire ter- 
ritory by treaty implies not only the power to 
govern such territory but to prescribe upon what 
terms the United States will recéive its inhab- 
itants, ami what their status shall be in what 
Chief Justice Marshall termed the “‘ American 
empire." There seems to be no middle ground 
between) this position and the dootrine that if 
their inhabitants do not become, immediately upon 
annexation, citizens of the United States, their 
children, thereafter born, whether savages or 
civilized, are such, and entitled to all the rights, 
privileges, and immunities of citizens. 

The treaty with Spain provides that the 
civil rights and political status of the na- 
tive inhabitants of the territories ceded to 
the United States shall be determined by 
Congress. The Supreme Court will not at- 
tempt so to construe the constitution as 
to make these native inhabitants citizens 
offhand. It will leave to Congress the de- 
termination of their political status.

HIGHER PRICES FOR FARM STUFF 


Generally Good Demand for the Whole 
List and Offerings Not Heavy— 
Berries Somewhat Scarce. 


The volume of business was fair 
yesterday, country buyers being in tthe mar-’ 
ket with larger o than the trade has 
previously been favored with this week. In 
butter the conditions were not much changed, 
the higher grades being subject to a fair 
demand and the price not weakened by ex- 
cessive offerings. The better dairy grades 
were, also subject to a steady demand. The 
ege Market was somewhat firmer, mainly on 
light receipts, only 20,000 cases being re- 
ported for the two days as against over 
24,000 cases for the same period last week. 
Local demand keeps up and there is also 
@ moderate inquiry for storage purposes. 
Offerings ly are smaller than a week 
ago. Poultry is easy all through the list 
and subject only to a moderate demand. 
Potatoes continue to show all the recent 
strength, and slight edvances were made in 
most grades.

Crop Damage in Illinois. 

most insistent claims of crop damage 
came from different points in Illinois. Quincy 
sent reports from farmers all through that 
section to the effect that many wheat flelds 
were being plowed up for corn, and that even 
on the bottom lands the crop had been 
ruined by the long drought and fly. One of 
the most hopeful reports to the Burlington 
agent there was that rain in two days would 
save half a crop. A report from Nokomis 
ran that fields which looked like 20 bu to the 
acre two weeks ago had been ruined by the 
rapid development of the Hessian fly and 
were being plowed up. A letter from Man- 
chester, Scott County, to Norton-Switzer 
reads: ‘I have been over a good deal of the 
central part of the State the last week. I 
find the fly in nearly all wheat fields to a 
greater or less extent. Chinch bugs are 
abunéant on all corn lands sown in wheat. 
Some fields of wheat are being plowed up and 
planted to corn in Shelby and Montgomery 
Counties, also in Morgan and Greene. With 

continued dry weather I think the injury by 
insect will be more pronounced by next week 
than at present.”
